No person shall buy, or canso to bo 
bought, o f carry out of this Stnto, for 
the purpose of supplying any private 
or pnblicMiouse or market, any pheasant i 
partridge, woodcock or rabbit, unless 
the same shall have been shot or taken 
in tho proper season; under a penalty 
of five dollars for each aud every of- . 
fence. 
No person shall at jtny limo wilfully I 
destroy tho eggs or nests of any birds 
mentioned in the different sections of 
this act, under a penalty of two dollars 
for each and every offence. 
Tho possession of any of tho game 
nnd bin}» mentioned, shot or othei wise 
destroyed out of season, shall lie prima 
facia evidence to convict. 
Any person offending against any of 
tho provisions of this act, and being 
thereof convicted by an alderman or 
justice of tho pence nforesaid, or by the 
oath o f nffinnntion of ono or more wit­ 
nesses, for every such offenco for­ 
feit the fine or fines attached to the 
same, ono-hnlf to the use of tho county 
in which thecomplaiiH is made, nnd the 
other hnlf to the use of the informer; 
nnd if tho offender shall refuse to pay 
the sanlforfeiture.he shall be committed 
to the jail of tho proper county for 
every such offence, fur the space of two 
days, without bail or inainpraise: Pro. 
ridt.il, hottyvcr, that such conviction be 
made within sixty days after the com­ 
mitting of the otfonco.

Kansas Robberies. 
The depredations committed in Kan­ 
sas, by the Jim Lane party, are jnst 
now the general topic of comment by 
men of all parties. 
Wrong cannot long 
exist without retribution. 
Men, honest 
in their motives and intentions, may be 
led astray for a period, but will turn 
when truth divests them of their blind­ 
ness. 
Tho purity which appears in the 
estimation of eome to have surrounded 
the movements of tbe Lane faction in 
Kansas, is fust wearing away. 
Tho fol­ 
lowing, from .the Now York Times, a 
Republican organ, moots the question 
in reforenco to Montgomery’s move­ 
ments : 
We are afraid the Journal will not bo 
able fully to relievo that party from all 
responsibility in tho premises. 
This 
Montgomery is an ofliecrof the “regular 
nrmv” of Kansas, anil holds a captain’s 
commission in the Kansas militia, or­ 
ganized by net of tho Free State Terri­ 
torial Legislature, and of which Gonor- 
nl “Jim Laue” is tho commander-in- 
Chief. 
When he first began his opera­ 
tions it was announced in tho Free 
Stnto papers that ho was proteclirftr the 
Free Stuto mon from outrage,—as his 
proceedings grew more questionable, it 
was stated that ho found it necessary 
to remove from the neighborhood tho Pro­ 
Slavery mon who hnd so greatly an­ 
noyed tho settlors.' At the outset ho 
was admitted to bo acting in the exer­ 
cise of the authority with which ho had 
been clothed by Lnno as his superior 
officer. 
Now that he is seen to be plain­ 
ly a thief nnd a robber, tho party is of 
course interested in repudiating him ; 
but it would act much more to thopur- 
. pose if it would hang him. 
It is all very 
well to protest and disavow his pro­ 
ceedings, but this is not enougfc. 
Thoy 
must bo arrested. 
General Lane, as 
the head of tho military authority of 
the territory, 1ms full power to send 
against him a force sufficient to capture 
him nnd bring him ton sneedy account 
for his outrages. 
If he does not do it, 
he must expect to be hold accountable 
for them. 
So far, certainly, we have 
seen no sufflcieul indications of a deter­ 
mination ou tho part of tho Free-State 
authorities to put a stop to these law­ 
less proceedings. 
On the contrary, 
thorc is an evident inclination, if not to 
justify, at least to palliate und excuse 
them, upon the alleged ground that tbe 
Free-State settlers havo suffered so 
much from Border-ruffianism that it is 
not at all surprising they should them­ 
selves in turn transgress the law.

In all this, wo confess we 
can’t exactly perceive that the Black 
Republicans liavo promoted their politi­ 
cal prospects half as mud* as thoy evi­ 
dently imagine they have. 
Instead, 
therefore, of spending so much of their 
precious time m efforts to promote dis­ 
sensions among the Democracy, we 
oonclude they had better dcvoto all 
tjmfr spare timo to the work of patch­ 
ing up the holes in their own rickety 
structure. There will be quite enough 
work for them to do to protect their 
own household from invasion, before 
the suminor campaign is ovor. Many 
of their deludou followers have had 
their eyes fairly and fully opouod to
